I speak 
of American navy commanders who, 
defying bruta! orders from the Jap- 
anese -navy to keep out of Japanese 
waters, neverthless drove their ships 
without hesitation into the unknown 
waters and saved the lives of hun- 
dreds of foreigners who otherwise 
would have perished 
When ttie American flotilla of des- 


troyers reached Yokohama, rushing 
upon their race of mercy with sup- 
plies and medical stores, Japanese 
•navy officers attempted to interfere 
with them. 
Destrover 212, 
the

and 


Thompson were despatched to Kama- 
kura, DZUSSJ and Hayama to pick 
up nearly 200 foreigneig marooned 
there, some injured The Japanese or- 
ders were transmitted to the Smith 
and Thompson that under no cir- 
cumstances must any foraign war 
ship c^tcr the 
forbidden 
port of 


Kamakura. This order came after 
Japanese destroyers had called at 
the port of Kamakura and taken 
aboard the dead body of am imperial 
prince and had refused to accept for 
tiansportation to Yokohama even the 
stretcher cases among the Japanese 
and foreign residents 
The American commander placed 


the Japanese prohibition on 
file for 


future reference and wrent to Kama- 
kura, taking off all foreigners from 
ashore. 
The military command at 


Tokio 
commandeered the Imperial 


Hotel for headquarters, ordering all 
foreigners vho had 
taken 
refuge 


there to evacuate the place within a 
tew hours. These 
people had ob- 


solutely nowhere to go, and the Amer- 
,can destroyer, Whlpple, was order- 
ed into Tokio Baj to receive them. 


Again most direct orders were giv- 


en to the American commander that 
under no circumstances must he pass 
the fortification lines of the bay, but 
he did and sent his launches, into 
the Tokio canals, taking oft all the 
evicted foreigners. His reply to the 
Japanese orders was to the point,

Reports Stirred Yokohama 


—Women Hid and Men 
Organized Into Defending 
Forces—180 Instead 180,- 
000 Killed.

OSAKA, Via Manila, Sept. 20.—The 


same reports of a Korean uprising 
that stirred Yokohama were In cir- 
culation 
among- the 
refugee* 
from 


Tokio at the same early hour on Sun- 
day, 
and these rumors grew as the 


time passed, until the residents of the 
unburned suburbs became terrorized 
and women were hidden away during 
Sunday and 
Monday 
and 
Tuesday 


nights while the nicr. organized them- 
selves into defending fences, carrying 
bamboo spears, knives and swords. 


•How many Koreans or suspected 


Koreans were killed by these has not 
bee/i told, but the number could not 
have been many. 
There are only a 


few thousand Koreans living in the 
whole devastated area. 
Police suppression of news, how- 


ever, and the censor of the telegraph, 
deleting all references to Koreans 
from the foreign correspondents' dis- 
patches, resulted in groundless reports 
going abroad 
In Shanghai, for .in- 


stance, it was being said that 180,000 
Koreans had been put to the sword 
in Japan 
Perhaps there were ISO in 


all. but certainly not many more. 


My first despatch in wfilch the Ko- 


rean killings were reported, was held 
up by the censor for 
twenty-four 


hours. Later the same censor refused 
to let me send out an official state- 
meat by the military commander of 
the martial law district, in which it 
was stated that there need be no 
alarm among thp people regarding 
possible Korean attacks and that all 
such reports of Korean atrocities had 
been extraordinarily exaggerated. This 
was a statement to trie people officially 
given out in Tokio, but was mot per- 
mitted to be sent abroad from Osaka. 
while in issue of the English edition 
of the Osaka Mair.ichi publishing the 
statement was suppressed by the Osa- 
ka police. Such is news sending- in 
Japan. 
Thousands of stories are told by the 


foreign refugees of the wonderful de- 
votion of Japanese servants, who gave 
their attention to protecting their 
white mistresses and the white chil- 
dren, their own families coming sec- 
ond. It is safe to say that there is no 
more anti-Japanese 
feeling in the 


breasts of any white person in Japan 
who survived the horrors of the earth- 
quake asid fire. 
On the other hand the officials have 


shown themselves to be hopeless as 
leaders. Yokohama lived through the 


Ilrst forty-eight hours of terror with- 
out a single soldier or a single blue 
jacket appearing and with no police In 
any of the refugee centers. 
When 


two police did appear in a colony of 
which I was one on a strip of reclaim 
ed ground closo to where the Grand 
Hotel used to stand in Yokohama 
their sole activity was to order three 
foreigners sitting on a bench at the 
foot of the French consulate flag pole 
to move away because that pole had 
been replaced as police headquarters. 
This bench offered the only chance 
for a seat In all Yokohama other than 
curb stones and the foreigners left It 
regretfully. 
Then after hauling the 


Japanese flag to the top of the French 
flag pole the police lay down in the 
bench and let the killing of the Ko- 
reans proceed. 
On Saturday after- 


noon, some six hours after tho earth- 
quake and while the launches and 
boats of foreign warships in the har- 
bor were tolling consistently' at the 
icscue 
work. 
Japanese 
destroyers 


steamed into the harbor, made a tour 
of the bay without stopping- and then 
headed away out to the sea. 
Not a 


boat was put out to make a single,In- 
quiry or rescue a single persons. 
It 


was not until the next noon that the 
first Japanese warship appeared, a 
gun boat, followed by a battleship and 
some destroyers and these lay for two 
hours at anchor after they did come 
without lowering a. shore boat. 


Of course, the fleet had suffered a 


great loss itself in the bay, but this 
does not alter the fact that help -was 
delayed even after the ships were in 
Yokohama harbor with every foreign 
ship loaded with refugees from the 
shore. 
Some of the Japanese freighters 


that anchor failed in the task of r»<3- 
cue work, but there were notable ex- 
ceptions 
The Korea Maru of 
tfx 


Tokio Kisen Kisha Line, although 
damaged "by the pprthauake anrl <-hort 
of water, kept a laucch running- from 
the shore to the ship until every inch 
of her space was filled, largely with 
Japanese 
and Chinese woman and 


children, without one discrimination 


One apparently most unnecessary 


interference with the work of the for- 
eign ships was the constant jamming 
of the air by Japanese wireless shore 
stations. 
They were not sending mes- 


sages, but simply preventing all for- 
eign messages from going- out. anc 
this lasted two clays or more. 
The 


Japanese shore stations also lefusec 
to accept messages from foreign ships 
at sea or to send them any. 


As stated, the Japanese 
people 


have shown themselves to be a people 
of courage, faithfulness and kindness 
and the actions of thousands of their 
peonle 
have 
touched 
the 
foreign 


heart, but for plain, downright stu- 
pidity and failure to rise to an occa- 
sion the average Japanese official has 
earned 
a 
most 
unenviable 
name 


There were exceptions, of course, Ju* 
as 
s. few Japanese have 
provec 


scoundrels, ready to take advantage 
of a great disaster, but cm both sides 
the exceptions have so far been very 
few.

TALKED LIKE REBEL, ADMITTED 


IT; REWARDED WITH M. P. SEAT

ONDON, Sept. 20.—"I am a rebel 


against the prevent system of so- 


ciety." 
'The man who made tbto revolu- 
tionary speech was Robert Bmlllle, a 
little mild-voiced, mlld-mannerod man 
whose hair and mustache are going 
grizzled and In whose back Is the 
stoop of the miner. He was talking 
to a crowd of people at West Sleek- 
burn. He continued: 
"Why? One of your neighbors, the 


Duke of Northumberland possesses 
168,000 acres of land. In 1918 he got 
$410,000 In royalty renU from the 
coal hewed on that land. 
"The Duke of Hamilton owns 56.- 


000 acres and draws $565.000 in roy- 
alty rents. 
This man's predecessor 
was Duke of Hamilton when I was 
25, working as a coal cutter. 
"I bent and stooped and worked all 
day and got 20 cents a ton for the 
coal I cut. And the duke sat in his 
palace and got 20 cents for every ton 
1 cut. 
"At that time he was drawing 


down $600,000 a year and my fellow 
coal miners found It Impossible to get 
food and clothing for their little ones 
on the wages they were paid. I could 
not believe and God or Creator had 
fore-ordained any such state of af- 
fairs. 
I found the men themselves 


were to blame and I have been a rebel 
against such a system ever since." 


Such a speech In America would 


probably have landed Smillle before 
a jury. 
In England It landed him 


in Parliament for Morpeth division by 
the thumping majority of 7,000 over 
the candidate of one of the old poli- 
tical parties. 
Smillle (pronounced 


Smlle-y) ran as a Labor candidate. 
Born at Belfast In 1869, he got his 


first job in a Glasgow shipbuilding 
yard and then became a miner, work- 
:iff 16 years underground. Then hla

pals made him an officer of their lo- 
cal miners union and he climbed in 
that body until he became the su- 
preme head of the powerful miners 
union of Great Britain. 


And all the members of the old 
parties were surprised when he got 
up In the Commons and made his 
maiden speech. It wasn't revolution- 
ary and it wasn't red. 
He talked 


about the necessity of settling the 
men on the land, so that Britain 
could keep some of its best brain and 
brawn from emigrating to other coun- 
tries. 


Even old enemies applauded the 


sentiment and laughed at his satire.

SAILER KILLED 


IN MANEUVERS 


(By The Associated Press) 


BOSTON, Sept. IS—One man was 
killed and several were injured when 
the United States destroyer McFar- 
land was rammed by thg battleship 
Arkansas in 
maneuvers" near the 
eastern entrance of the Cape Cod 
canal today. 
The McFarland, with 
her 
bow shattered, 
reached 
the 
Charleston navy yard tonight, con- 
voyed by the destroyer Sturtevant- 
The man killed was Spencer Wil- 


liam Brown, seaman, second class, of 
North Carolina. 
Sixteen other members of the Mc- 
Farland's crew 
were 
injured, but 


none dangerously. 
The crash occurred at 4 o'clock in 
the morning when the McFarland was 
moving slotvly with her riding lights 
on. The battleship struck her in the 
bow, 
smashing in the fore part of 
the destroyer, and causing her oil 
tanks to explode. The oil flooded the 
sleeping quarters of the crew forward, 
and Brown was drowned in oil as he 
slept. His body has not been recov- 
ered. Officers of the destroyer report 
that the night was clear but dark 
when the collision occurred, that the 
crew of the McFarland was mustered 
immediately after the Arkansas drew 
away, and. Brown was missed.

of the injured were treated on the 
battleship, three on the Sturtevant 
while the others were given flrst aid 
and transferred to the naval hospital

second trial of Robert O. Qarrett,

vent the exploitation of the people. If 
profiteers do not eieed the demands 
of the government it will Increases 
taxes and also open the frontier to 
the free entrj of such foreign goods 
as are too dear in Spain, for instance 
sugar. 
Before taking such a step, 
however, the government purposes to 
studv the situation carefully. 
It is 
state'd that It will resort to extreme 
measures only If tt is compelled to 
do or if the existing laws relating to 
food profiteeers should prove Inef- 
fective.

terested parties in the status of de- 
fendants."

to put her in an electric chair to 
make her confess the robbery- The 
father averted the body of the girl 
bors marks Indicating brulsea 


According to a statement issued by 
James Sprott, Assistant Superinten- 
dent of police, the girl -was sent to 
the Juvenile detention home immedi- 
ately after her arrest and the next 
day removed to a hospital. The state- 
ment says death was caused by acute 
pleurhy. An autopsy was held'after 
the death. 


Th» statement of the police super- 


intendent says the marks on the body 
which the father alleges was caused 
by police, in reality were caused by 
hypodermic Injections given before 
the girl's death and the incisions by 
surgeons during the autopsy.
